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Overview 

This bill prohibits the use of medical underwriting or applying preexisting 

condition limits to Medicare supplement policies. Prohibits the sale of Medicare 

supplement policies outside of certain special times and events and the annual 

open enrollment period (January 1 to March 31).

Defines “open enrollment” as the same time period as Medicare Advantage plan 
open enrollment (January 1 to March 31 annually).

Repeals Minnesota Statutes, section 62A.31, subdivisions 1b and 1i. Both 
subdivisions reference preexisting condition limitations. 
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
